This  demonstrates  the  correctness  of  your  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee’s  view  that  all  fees  received  from  applicants  are  a  distinct 
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liability  until  degrees  have  been  conferred.  We  refer  to  this, 
because  doubt  has  been  expressed  in  the  past,  by  some  of  our 
members,  as  to  the  necessity  for  this  method  of  accounting.

A  rigid  review  each  year  of  the  membership  ledger,  has 
proved  beneficial  in  making  our  members  more  prompt  in  attend¬ 
ing  to  their  obligations  to  the  Lodge,  and  is  productive  of  good, 
not  only  to  the  Lodge,  but  to  themselves.  We  recommend  a 
continuance  of  this  surgical  treatment  in  all  cases,  excepting  where 
the  Lodge  is  satisfied  that  the  financial  condition  of  our  brethren 
prevents  their  payment  of  dues. 

The  payment  of  $1,791.75  out  of  $3,336.50  dues  for  1891, 
early  in  the  year,  is  something  for  us  to  be  proud  of,  but  it  is 
time  the  dues  of  previous  years  were  met,  and  we  should  not  find 
as  much  as  $598  left  on  the  books  at  this  late  date.

We  conferred  the  degrees  of  the  Lodge  upon  79,  and  lost  by 
death,  suspensions  and  withdrawals  30  members,  leaving  net  gain 
of  49  during  the  year,  and  our  membership  at  the  close  of  the  year 
was  802. 

Our  assets  increased  during  the  year  $4,391.60,  and  now 
amount  to  $39,549.80,  without  taking  credit  for  fees  in  antici¬ 
pation  of  degrees. 

We  do  not  owe  a  dollar  to  anyone. 

It  has  been  said  by  some  of  our  members,  that  our  furniture 
and  paraphernalia,  which  have  cost  us  considerably  over  $11,500, 
at  which  we  place  their  value,  should  not  appear  in  our  assets, 
because  we  cannot  realize  upon  them. 

They  are  certainly  worth  this  amount  to  us  in  our  “  business,” 
as  clearly  as  some  contrivance,  which,  as  scrap,  would  not  pay  for 
its  hauling  away,  is  worth  even  more  than  its  cost  to  the  mill 
which  could  not  run  without  it,  and,  in  case  of  fire,  it  would  cost 
as  much  or  more  to  replace  it.  We  do  not  know  that  the  para¬ 
phernalia  would  be  collateral  for  a  loan  in  one  of  our  banks,  but 
the  thrift  of  a  Body  which  enables  it  to  gather  together  so  much 
of  it  would  go  a  long  way  toward  entitling  it  to  credit.  We  are 
entirely  in  favor  of  keeping  this  “  asset”  also  in  sight,  because, 
in  case  of  a  fire,  the  valuation  at  which  it  has  stood,  taking  into 
account  the  large  accretions  which  have  never  been  added  on, 
would  probably  establish  our  claim  without  uncertain  estimates, 
and  those  perhaps  not  familiar  with  the  accounts  having  to  pass 
judgment  on  its  value. 

We  found  the  records,  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Bodies 
in  their  usual  excellent  shape,  and  kept  according  to  the  most 
thorough  type  of  the  accountant’s  art. 
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Oar  members  would  do  well  to  examine  these  for  themselves, 
and  we  are  sure  the  officers  will  take  pleasure  and  laudable  pride 
in  exhibiting  them.  We  commend  your  Grand  Secretary  upon 
the  good  judgment  exercised  by  him  in  his  selection  of  an  assistant, 
whose  work  indicates  that  he  is  not  only  thoroughly  capable  in 
the  matter  of  accounts,  but  is  possessed  of  admirable  discrimi¬ 
nation. 

We  notice,  also,  that  while  the  Grand  Secretary  has  received 
much  needed  assistance,  the  records  show  a  great  deal  of  his  own 
handwriting,  and  indicate  that  his  office  has  not  yet  become  a 
sinecure.  We  recommend  that  the  Trustees  be  authorized  to 
continue  during  the  current  year,  the  salaries  paid  during  the  past 
year,  and  the  expenses  the  Grand  Secretary  incurred  during  the 
past  year,  or  which  he  may  require  to  incur  during  the  present 
year  for  use  of  typewriter  in  preparing  statements,  reports  and 
correspondence,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  T.\P.\G.*.M.\ 

The  accompanying  statements  for  the  other  Bodies  in  the 
Valley,  constitute  our  reports  to  them,  and  we  suggest  the  careful 
scrutiny  of  all  the  statements  herewith  by  our  members.
